STORY 
(Net for Publication) 


Kazan (Zoro), a huge sled dog in the wilds of Canada’s Northwest, 
takes a liking to Louise Maitlin (Lois Maxwell), whose father 
(Roman Bokhnen) is extremely cruel. He tries to have the dog shot, 
but Kazan escapes. Later, Thomas Weyman (Stephen Dunne), 
game conservation agent, and a trapper, Henri LeClere (John 
Dehner), discover the now wild Kazan in a trap. Weyman prevents 
LeClere from destroying the dog, who then runs away. Sandy 
Jepson (Joe Sawyer), out hunting, wounds Kazan, and brings him 
back a prisoner. 

Maitlin, discovering that Jepson has Kazan, arranges a dog fight 








with his Great Dane, swearing Jepson to secrecy about Kazan being 
a dog and not a wolf. Weyman and LeClere try to stop the fight by 
asserting that Kazan is a sled dog, but they are beaten by the dis- 
believing mob. However, the dogs, instead of fighting, become 
friends. Jepson, in a panic, topples into the dog pit. Weyman leaps 
into the pit to save Jepson and, after a furious struggle with Kazan, 
succeeds in taming the animal. Louise, now knowing her father for 
what he is, apologizes to Weyman for her hitherto frigid air and 
Kazan seems to sense that he will now have the right master and 
mistress.

As the snarling, savage, wild- 
as-a-wolf sled dog, the canine 
actor gives an Academy Award 
performance for viciousness in 
this great adventure of the 
great outdoors. Actually, the 
huge, white malamute is a 
friendly, lovable canine who en- 
joys being petted and made a 
fuss over. Zoro’s owner and 
trainer, Jimmy Griffin, causes 
the transformation by using 
both sign language and voice to 
impart his instructions. 

Zoro was originally discovered 
by Griffin in a pet shop and 
purchased for $100. Since then, 
his canny investment has paid 
off to the tune of $200,000! 
Griffin, to insure the comfort of 
his prize pooch, has had a spe- 
cial dog den built in his house 
with a unique floor suitable for 
dry ice packing for the hot, 
summer . months.

Frozen North Film 
Seriously Hampered 
By Hollywood Snow 


Capricious weather created 
an ironical situation during the 
shooting of snow sequences for 
Columbia’s “Kazan,” James 
Oliver Curwood’s great dog ad- 
venture set in the Canadian 
Northwest, now playing at the 
Pee BA NY Theatre, 

The day that the location 
troupe arrived at June Lake in 
the High Sierra to shoot all of 
the outdoor scenes, Hollywood 
had its heaviest snowfall of all 
time. Actually, enough snow 
fell on the ground of the Co- 
lumbia Ranch to make it just 
right for dog and sled teams, 
but it was too late. 

Furthermore, when the five 
inches of additional snow piled 
up in the High Sierra, the 
ground became too soft for the 
heavy weight of the sleds. This 
presented an immediate prob- 
lem as a smooth, hard-packed 
road, five miles in length, was 
absolutely necessary for pic- 
ture purposes. 

This meant using a 17-ton 
bulldozer, a jeep truck, and a 
“weasel,” track-driven vehicle. 
After two tortuous miles of 
this flattening-out process, con- 
sisting of the bulldozer, weasel 
and jeep truck slogging along 
in a bumping, grunting snarl- 
ing single file, the truck and the 
bulldozer got stuck. But the 
amazing, square-turning weasel 
kept chewing its way forward, 
as the temperature hovered 
around the zero mark and icy 
particles whipped by a gale bit 
into the technicians’ faces. 

The “Kazan” company, wish- 
ing they were back in Holly- 
wood, stuck to their job and 
grimly went on with their work.

When Cohn stepped on the 
dangling cable to try and stop 
the cougar’s mad flight, the 
cougar turned on him, knocking 
him to the ground, tearing his 
coat to shreds and inflicting sev- 
eral deep cuts before the in- 
furiated animal could be sub- 
dued.
